The Episcopals Wish to Form an Organic 
Union. 

CHICAGO, October 20.—Today the committoe 
on the state of the church submitted a report 
on the proposition for an organic union of 
Christendom, The report recommended the 
appointment of a joint committee of fifteen to 
open communication with the various other 


‘Christian bodies and ascertain whether there 


is a disposition among them for a union on 
the basis of the Apostle’s creed, the breaking 
of bread and prayer, and to also ascertain 
what benefit,in their view, would result to 
Chr‘stendom from such a union. Piaced on 
the calender. 

Rev. Dr. Ardsley, from the special commit- 
tee, submitted a report recommending that the 
next general convention be held in New York 
city. Adopted, 

A resolution was also adopted providing for 
the appointment of a committee of five cleri- 
cal deputies and laymen to consider the judi 
cial syetem of the church and report sach 
charges as may be deemed advisable. 

The conventiomthen resumed consideration 
of the question of missionary work among the 
colored people of the United States. The dis- 
cusiion was takon up by Mr. Speed, of Missis- 
sippi. He argued against a separate episcopate 
and contended that ifsuch a course was pur- 
eued it would fail after the expiration of a pe- 
riod of years. The establishment of African 
Episcopal church work should begin with col- 
ored children, and through them was the hope 
of carrying on the work of evangelization 
with success. 

After along discussion it was decided to 
aproint a commission for whom shall be rais- 
cd $50,000 to carry on a missionary work in 
the south, the commission to report results to 
the next general convention. 

The principal business of the remainder of 
the day was taking action on the Aan gaa 
changes in the liturgy. There was little op- 
porition offered to any of the propositions. 

A message of a significant nature, consider- 
ing the conservative character of the Episco- 
pal body, was received from the house of 
bishops. It was a recommendation that a 
committee composed of five bishops, five 
priests and five laymen be appointed to open 
communications with other Christiaa bodies 
in the land with a view of ascertaining if 
they bave a disposition to promote unity ona 
basis of apostolic fellowship. 

The committee also to inquire what benefit 
they think can be materially imparted by 
these separate bodies one to another and to de- 
vise methods for the evangelization of the 
world. One section of the message was as 
follows:

BURNS THE BODY. 


4 German Orders a Sick Woman to Vacate a Gouse 
and on Her Refuses! Nails the Family in 
and Sets Fire to the Building—Other 
Dark Deods All Over the Land, 


PEMBROKE, Ont., October 20.—A German 
who murdered his neighbor’s wife near Pal- 
mer Rapids in this county, a few days ago, has 
been arrested and is now being conducted to 
Pembroke. His crime is a most atrocious one. 
He went to the shanty where the murdered 
woman lived, of which he was landlord, and 
ordered her to vacate. Being sick and alone 
with two small children, she refused. to obey 
the tyrant’s unreasonable demand, whereupon 
he nailed up the door of the shanty from the 
outside, and set fire to the premises with the 
helplees family inside. The mother recog- 
nized the perilous position and managed to 
break open the door and rescus her children 
from the burning building. Thefiend, assoon 
as he saw her outside, pounded her life out 
with a club and threw her body back into the 
burning building. 


FLAMES FLASHED FROM HIS EYES. 


How Willie Brough is Said to Have Set Fire 
to Haystacks. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., October 20.—In vesti- 

gation of the story about Willie Brough, the 

boy living at Turlock, in the San Joaqain 


valley, who was supposed by superstitions 
people to set fire to objects by merely fixing 
his eyes upon them, exploded that part of it, 
of course. He is evidently overcharged with 
electricity to a renfarkable extent. The 
snapping of his fingers causes sparks to fis. 
The postmaster of Turlock has him relate 
gleefully how he set fire to wall paper by this 
means. An insurance agent, it is alleged, had 
refused to take more risks on property in the 
neighborhood so long ks the boy remained 
there. The man, however, denies this state- 
ment, but con firms the story of the peculiar 
electric phenomena, and declares himself 
senety interested from a scientific poiat of 
view. 

Popular excitement hasbeen so great since 
the story ofthe sinister power of Master 
Brough was circulated that the father has felt 
impelled to move away, has gone to reside on 
the other side of the San Joaquin river, taking 
refuge with his family in a cottage in the cot- 
ton wood timber, a long way from vi or 
railroad. The correspondent of the Herald 
found him there. He denied that his son had 
caused fires, but admitted he had told him that 
when lying in bed at night he saw sparks fly- 
ing about him. Willie isan ey nervous 
boy, eleven years old, witha ey eveloped 
head. In a melanchaly way he told your cor- 
respondent that he did not know how the 
mysterious fires occurred, but said he saw 
epar kgabout his own body at night,

DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Burning of the Pioneer Mill and Phosphate 
Factory at Raleigh. 


RALFIGH, October 20.—Early this agg | 
fire proke out in the Pioneer mills here, an 
ina very short time destroyed the mills and 
the phosphate factory adjoining. The Pioneer 
mills made great quantities of shuttle blocks, 
bobbins and spools, mainly for forcign trade, 
and the phosphate factory was the only one in 
the state, working up valuable phosphate de- 
posits recently found in North Carolina, The 
loss on both factories, which were owned and 
operated practically by one corporation, is 
about $35,000; insurance, $25,000. Colonel M. 
Hawkins and Peter M. Wilson own nearly all 
the stock inthe company. They will at once 
rcbuild. The shuttle block factory was in 
operation, and the phosphate factory was to 
have started up again next Monday, having 
been equipped with new machinery to give it 
a capacity of twenty tons daily. Both mills, 
as rebuilt, will be more extensive and with 
better machinery than before. Work will 
begin Monday. Large orders for phosphates 
cannot be filled for sometime. Eighty-five 
persons are thrown outof employment. —_

000. The insurance aggrégates $21,409.

Governor West Needs Troups to Enforce the 
Edmunds Law.

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THE TBXAS COTTON CROP. 


A Very Short Yield of the Staple Expected— 
In Northeast Texas a Failure. 


GALVESTON, Tex., August 20.—Cotton firms 
here report receipt inquiries regarding the 
probable topcrop yield of cotton in Texas 
this season. New York and New Orleans cot- 
ton circles have especially evinced interest in 
this question. The house of Kauffman & 
Rupge, which has over eight hundred corres- 
pondenta in the state, authorizes the state- 
ment that they estimate Texas’ top crop not 
to exceed 75,000 bales under most favorable 
circumstances. ‘Thay also estimate that over 
one-half of this late yield will come from the 
twenty-five counties comprising central Texas 
district. West and southwest Texas will sup- 
ply the balance of the estimated yield. In 
northeast Toxas the top crop will be a failure. 
On the coast the storms were very destructive 
to the crop.

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THE BISHOP’S WARNING. 


MOONLIGHTERS URGED TO QUIT 
THEIR BVIL WAYS. 


Bishop Nulty Preaches a Sermon in Dublin and 
Threatens to Hand Over Offenders to ths 
Law if They Do Not Return Arms and 
Other Property Stolen to Owners. 


Lonpon, October 20,—Most Rev. Thomas 
Nulty, Roman. Catholic bishop of Meath, 
preached a powerfol sermon in Dublin on 
Sunday, against moonlighters. He denounced 
in the strongest terms acts perpetrated by the 
moonlighters and called them the greatest 
enemies Ireland had today and said the ont- 
rages they committed served but to perpeta- 
ate landlordism, which, otherwise, he declar- 
ed, was doomed. Heasked the moonlighters 
to restore arms and other property they had 
stolen to its rightful owners. 

“You can do this quietly,” continued the 
bishop. “You can make this restitation 
through me, if you wish, or you can make it 
through your parish priests who will not be- 
tray your secrets.” 

- Continuing, Bishop Nulty said: “If the 
moonlighters fail to desist from their outrages, 
Iam determined to organize a committee to 
watch them and bring them to justice. I 
know many of these men myself. It is im- 
possible for them to escape. > @* Your 
country is on her trial. Her prosperity and 
bappizess for centuries depend on the good 
hebavior of her people during the coming 
winter. As soon as Irelaud shall have proved 
herself able to govern herself, we shall have 
the whole Engiith democracy on our side.’Then 
home rule will be certain.”

THE BULGARIAN CRISIS. 


Tarkey and Russia Act in Concert in the 
Matter. 

Sorra, October 20.—Gadban Effendi, Turk- 
ish ambassador, has informed the Bulgarian 
ministry that he has been instructed toastin 
concert with General Kaulbars, Rassian agent, 
w hose arrival at Sofia, Gadban Effendi says, he 
will await before making for Turkey definite 
proposals to Bulgaria, strongly advising the 
ministry, however, in the mean time to con- 
cede the Russian demands and postpone the 
meeting of the great sobranje to elect a suc- 
cessor to the Bulgarian throne, 

Assoon as Gadban Effendi’s information 
was received, a special cabinet council was 
held to consider what he had presented. The 
result of this council was that Gadban Effendi 
was informed that the Bulgarian government 
wousd no more brook Turkish than it would 
Russian interference, but would resist both. 

It is reported in seakoff (pro-Raussian cir- 
cles) that Gadban Effendi has confidentially 
stated that the czar has made arrangements 
with the porte, the ezar guaranteeing the in- 
tegrity of the sultan’s dominions, reducing 
the Turkish war indemaity and obtaining per- 
mission to garrison and fortify the Dardanelles 
and to occupy Bulgaria with Russian, and 
Roumelia with Turkish troops.

The establishment of the state technolog- 
ical school in Atlanta is the most important 
single event we have recorded in these col- 
umps—from a local point of view. 

This school will mark a new era in educa- 
tion in the south. Atlanta, both as the 
home of the school and as the most thor- 
oughly industrial city in the south, will lead 
in the new movement. A single technolog- 
ical schoo! in a few years converted Worces- 
ier, Mass., from a straggling village into a 
city of 200,000 people, and one of the bus- 
iest manufacturing centers in New England. 
Our school will be quite as finely equipped 
and officered as the school at Worcester. It 
may he expected to bring the same results. 
By the census of 1880 Atlanta stands third in 
all the cities of America in the percentage 
of industrial workers to population. She 
has achieved this withont a native race of 
skilled mechanics and builders. For even 
her smallest enterprises she has been forced 
to get her skilled labor from the north. Her 
enterprise has run ahead of her resounces or 
her education. If she has done so much 
without the incentive and leadership of a 
corps of young experts graduated every year 
and seeking practical woik, what will she do 
when she has these? What is trne of Atlaata 
will be true of all Georgia. The benefits 
Atianta receives will be duplicated in every 
cily and community that takes advantage of 
the privileges of this school. 

Before this school was located THE Con- 
MTIruTION pledged its earnest support to 
the school wherever it went. We feel that 
we are entitled to the same courtesy from 
eur neighbors since it has been located here. 
The competition for the school was open and 
fair. The legislature invited bids. Atlanta 
reeponded to the invitation with much the 
largest bid. This bid was regularly filed 
with the others and Atlanta never asked to 
change it one iota. She took no advantage 
over her neighbors and songht to take none. 
When the voting was about to begin, her re- 
presentative in the board, not wishing to 
profit by a mere majority, moved that four 
votes be required to make a final decision. 
Me was anxious to give the competition the 
the largest possible scope—and only with- 
drew his motion at the earnest opposition of 

Macon and Athens, who insisted that a ma- 
jority should rule. Atlanta speedily got 
shies majority and is entitled’to the earnest 
and hearty support of the people of the 
state, 

To Mr. Inman, the wise, earnest and infiu- 
ential commissioner from Atlanta, the 
thanks of this entire community are due.

Our esteemed 
contemporary believes that thereis a big 
field of usefulness for just the right man— 
the man who thinks forcibly on his legs and 
who is thoroughly grounded in his subject. 

The Republican is right. The country 
needs a Sam Jones in politics, who will at- 
tract the attention of the intelligent, bat 
uninformed masses, just asthe original Sam 
Jones is attracting their attention in the re- 
ligious field. We need not only.a man who 
is well-grounded in the so called science of 
political economy, but one who understands 
and can expound the federal constitution. 
A just conception of that great instrament— 
of its scope as well as of its limitations—is, 
in itself, a defense against, and a remedy for, 
the wild agitations that are growing and 
developing in all parts of the country. A 

just conception of the meaning and powers of 
the constitution is not only needed by the 
agitators, but by the men who make our 
laws. In the old days the utterances of the 
men who haye become famous as statesmen, 
were largely devoted to discussions of the 
organic law of the nation. They gave vital- 
ity to the instrument by familiarizing the 
people with the undying principles on which 
it is based. 

But all this is changed. The constitution 
appears to be an effete affair not worth re- 
ferring to. Our modern breed of statesmen 
neither discuss it nor understand it, Their 
time appears to be taken upin a tremen- 
dous effort to get into office. Once in, ‘they 
engage in a tremendous struggle to keep in. 
The pressing need of the times, therefore, is 
aman who is not only well-grounded in po- 
litical economy, but who thoroughly uader- 
stands the constitution of his country, and 
who can expound it to the ignorant multi- 
tude, 

There is also another pressing need of the 

imes, and that isthe judicious editing of 

newspapers in the great cities where the 
agitators push their mad doctrines. We have 
only lately seen the speeches of the con- 
demned at Chicago spread broadcast before 
thousands of ignorant people, accompanied 
only by the most flippant and superficial 
comment. Such sensational journalism as 
this can only result in ineulcating multi- 
tudes with the doctrines of incendiarism. 


Newspaper Controversies. 

The Albany Newsand Advertiser, which 
is a paper with decided views and opinions, 
announced the other day that it will here- 
after discuss public questions and issues 
with an eye strictly to the merits of the 
questions and issues themselves. In other 
words, it our contemporary is drawn into a 
discussion, iis methods will not be those 
that belong to a mere controversy. 

THE CONSTITUTION has engaged in several 
little tilts with the News and Advertiser, 
and has, with few exceptions, found it to be 
a fair antagonist. Nevertheless, the reform 
which it proposes in its own methods is one 
that might be profitably extended to all the 
newspapers. There is never any reason 
why a discnssion should degenerate into a 
controversy, or why those who engage in it 
should strive to impugn the motives or 
question the sincerity of those who differ 
with them. Discussion, though it is fre- 
quently abused, has its uses. In its highest 
form, it is the dignified examination and 
consideration of public questions and issues, 
and ought to be as far removed from the 
personalities of a mere controversy as the 
sky is from a toad. 

There have recently been some very sad- 
dening displays of the controversial habit 
in Georgia journalism. These exhibitions 
bad their uses if they were instrumental in 
showing our esteemed contemporaries what 
journalism ought not to be.

Having tried mild methods and failed, the 
drunkard’s wife determined to give the 
community practical prohibition at one fell 
swoop, asit were. As’ astarter she smashed 
allthe saloon windows, and, in the lan- 
gnage of a local chronicler, “raised thunder 
generally.’”’

Working Girls Insulted. 
A strike of a new variety has taken piace 
in @ Brooklyn yarn factory. 
A hundred girls quit work rather than en- 


dure insult from the superintendents and 


bosses of the factory. 

The strike occuired in the mill of Joseph 
T. Perkins & Co., where one hundred and six- 
ty-seven persons haye been employed. Elev- 
en of these were superintendents and foremen 
and twenty-odd were boys. The boys struck 
with the girls. The girls declare that the 
eleven bosses subjected them to insult contin- 
uocusly and used indecent language 
in their presence, outrageously shock- 
ing their modesty. They also assert 
that girls of tender years were compelled. to 
endure the insults, 

Various efforts on the part of the girls and 
committees of Knights of Labor failed to in- 
duce Perkins & Co.to take action and as a 
last resort one hundred girls struck. About 
twenty-five girls wLo say they are satisfied 
are still at work. 

Mr, Perkins, the head of the establishment, 
stated toa reporter that he had discharged 
the girls, but refused to give any reason for 
his action or to discugs the matter further. 

The Knights of Labor,*who have taken 
charge of the case, will prosecute the men who 
insulted the girls, and affidavits for that pur- 
pose are being prepared.

Cgden, General Freight Agent J. M. Culp, aud J. 
}’. McGovern, rate clerk to the commissioner, have 
returned to Louisville from the board of coutrol 
and freight meetings of the southern pool, New 
York. One of thesubjocts much discussed, but 
not definitely acted upon, was a change of the 
basis of fixing freight rates left to the formation 
of the pool nine months ago, the Ohio river was 
made the basis of fixed rates toall eompetitive 
pointssouth. When the pool was formed this was 
cbabpged,.and a number of places north of the 
river was agreed upon as basing points. At 
the time Mr, M. H. Smith was op- 
pored to the change. The cha now 
proposed is back to the Onio river basis. With 
the basing points fixed north of theriver, the rate 
is divi proport' onately between the northern 
and sonthern roads; but with the Ohio as a basis, 
the rate from tne river south is fixed, and any pro 
ratipg must, under an agreement, give the south- 
ern line at least as much as the fixed rate. 
It is understood that Commissioner Ogden, after 
a thorough trial of.the new method anda careful 
consideration of the meritsof both, favors the old.

TRANSFIRING IN AND ABOUT PO- 
LICE MEADQUARTBRS. 


Two @entliemen Who Mave Not Taken Advantage 
of the Reduction in. Their Fines Have Sut a 
Few Bours Mere—A Negro Man Whips 
His QOhild and Gets Into Trouble. 


If Dr. Theo Schumann, the druggist, on 
Whiteholl street, at Hunter, and Mr. Herman 
Werner, do not take advantage of the reduc- 
tion in their fine made by Mayor Hillyer, by 
twelve o’clock today, they will have to pay 
the full amount assessed against them by Jadge 


Anderson. 
In bis proclamation reducing the fines, 


Mayor Hillyer says, “This order is made upon 
the express condition as to each of said de- 
fendants severally, that he pay the amount of 
the rec uced penalty herein provided for, and 
stipulated, within five days from. this date, 
ron that on failure so to do by either or any 
of them this o:der be wholiy void and go for 
nothing, as to him or those so failing, if any.” 
The proclamation bears date ef October 16th, 
1286, and at twelve o'clock today expires. 

On Saturday afternoon, soon afier the pro- 
clamation wae issued, Mr. McMahan and Mr. 
Hollis appeared at police headquarters and paid 
the reduced fine. Yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Bronk paid the two hundred dollars, the 
amount of his reduced fine. The other two 
gentlemen-—-Mr. Werner and Dr. Sshamann— 
have failed to appear, and at midnight last 
night, when Stationhouse Keeper Buchanan 
balanced his books, he remarked : 

“Well, by twelve o’clock tomorrow it will 
be “too Slate to accept the reduction offered 
to Dr. Schumann and Mr. Werner. 

When Dr. Schumann and Mr. Werner ware 
fined five handred dollars in police court they 
each deposited a check for the money as a 
guarantee of their appearance and subse- 
quently made the requisite appeal bond to 
the superior court, after which their checks 
were returned to them by Chielf Con- 
polly. Messrs. McMahan, Hollis and Bronk 
did the came thing. 

When these cases were called in the su- 
preme court the B'onk case was the first taken 
up. Some defect was found in the papers 
and the case was thrown out of court. The 
papers of Messrs. McMahan, Hollis and Wer- 
uer and Dr. Schumann were drawn in a simi- 
lar way, and knowing they would meet the 
same fate the attorney asked that the cases 
be dismissed—probably expecting to amend 
the papers. But pending this amending, 
Mayor Hillyer reduced the fines. 

Dr. Schumann aad Mr. Werner bave not in- 
timated what they intend todo. Last night 
Chief Connolly was asked what would be 
done about the matter. He answered: 

“Unlees the reduced fines are paidb y twelve 
tomorrow I shal) proceed to collect the $500.” 


A Negro Who Raised a Row. 

Jack Cullom, a negro well known to the 
members of the police department, ocsupied a 
cell in the city prison last night. Yesterday 
morning Cullom appeared on Bradberry 
alley inadrunken condition and after fright- 
ening several children slapped a small boy 
snd then gave him a terrible beating. The 
mwatier was reported to Patrolman Wotten who 
was on the beat. The patrolman found Cul- 
lom and attempted to arrest him, 
but he _ resisted so successfully that 
sid had to be summoned. One of 
the Ratterees was among those who 
come to the policeman’s help and while he 
was attempting to handle the megro he was 
struck in the side so hard that a rib was frac: 
tured. Cullom was landed in the city poison 
after considerable trouble. 


A Colored Minister in Trouble. 

Several days ago W. R. Phillips, Jr., the 
Broad street broker, called at police head- 
quarters and handing in a warrant charging 
E. L. C. Jones, a colored preacher, with obtain- 
ing money by false representation, requested 
his arrest. Early yesterday morning Captain 
Manley and Patrolman Holland found Jones 
at hie home near the cemetery, and 
arresting him, conducted him to police hea‘- 
quarters, where he was locked up, Suabse- 
quently Jones was taken before Jadge Tanner 
for a preliminary trial and was required to 
give abond. Mr. Phillips alleges that Jones 
borrowed money, the payment of which he 
secured by giving a mortgage on property 
which he never owned. Jones is well known 
in Atlanta. Fora long time past he has been 
pastor of the Terry-street African Methodist 
church, and has made himself quite prominent 
in several municipal political contests. 


He Could Not Give the Bond. 

On Tuesday morning, when Chief Connolly 
was informed that the cash drawer in the 
National hotel barber shop had been broken 
open and robbed the previous night, he detailed 
Detective Bedford to look into the matter, 
The detective soon became satisfied that Will- 
iam Hill, a negro boy who had been working 
about the place, was responsible for the burg- 
lary, and yesterday morning arrested him. 
Hil), when faced with the charge, denied all 
knowledge of the transaction, but when he 
was taken before Judge Manning for a prelim- 
inary trial, the evidence adduced showed that 
Hill was the guilty party, and in defaalt of a 
$250 bond which was assessed, the prisoner 
was sent to jail, where he will remain until 
the city court can give him a trial.

n’spocket was found a letter without signature 
which he says is from a brother in Tenueéssee. 
These rentences occur in it: 

‘Do you think it will be safe for me to come to 
Texas where you are. I expect to make 
asttake before long, and don’t expect to make it 
by work either.”’ 

To the uninitiated it may be stated that a 
‘sake’, in slang parlance, is a sum of money. 
This fietter shows that the man’s brother must be 
a bad character. The United States offers $590 and 
the state of Georgia $200 forthe arrest of Coffee. 
lf the prisoner at Hillsboro shall prove to be the 
tight man, Ammovet will thus be handsomely re- 
munerated for his neat detective work He had 
béen on the lookout for Coffee several months, 
and, if he has got him, this arrest will take rank 
with the arrest of Tobe Jackson.
